By him they were 
fed; for him and for the love of their art they worked. 
Time was' no object. Money-making was never their aim, 
nor were their minds distracted by the knowledge of the 
existence of numerous styles besides their own. A case in 
point was that of Ritsuo, a feudal Daimio of Tsu- 
garu, whose nom de plume was Hakugyoku. The Daimio 
himself was a man of great talent in art and literature, 
and Ritsuo was his favorite. The hanging panel offered 
here is an example of Ritsuo's artistic work, comprising 
popular realistic sketches outlining the charming verses 
written by his chief, Hakugyoku. The picture is self- 
explanatory and is executed in mother-of-pearl, pottery 
and various lacquers on a black ground. The encomium 
literally rendered into English reads as follows : 

" Dire thirst for a cup of tea after a recovery from in- 
toxication ; but, alas ! the attendant is asleep and responds 
not to my calls." 

Probably both Hakugyoku and Ritsuo had taken a 
little too much sake. Signed Ogawa Ritsuo.
